Haller Holds Councilman Who 


Wrote Bond Indemnifying 
City, Forfeits Membership. 


| CITES WALTHER’S RULING | 


Councilman William Protzman, chair- 
roan of the Public Improvement Com- 
mittee of the City Council, automatically 
has forfeited his seat in the Council, 
and it is the duty of the City Councelor 


to take the proper steps to have his 
seat declared vacant. according to Coun- 
cilman Julius Haller. 

This statement was made Monday by 
Haller to a reporter following the pub- 
lication Sunday in the Post-Dispatch 
that Protzmann as a Councilman so- 
licited and obtained the business of writ- 
ing an indemnity bond for $5000 and 
$22,500 insurance for the Regal Shoe Co. 

The bond was to secure the city from 
any damages arising from an excavation 
under the sidewalk in front of the com- 
pany’s building. It was required by an 
ordinance fathered by Protzmann and 
passed by the Municipal Assembly, per- 
mitting the firm to make the excavation 


Helda Protzmann Can't Vote. 
Haller said that in his opinion the 


other members of the Couneil could not, 
if they wished, allow Protzmann to vote 
as a member, because the validity of 
any bills likely would be attacked on 
the ground that a Councilman not quali- 
fied had voted on them. 

It is not necessary for the City Coun- 
cil to take formal action to oust Protz- 
mann, in Haller’s opinion. He said that 
under the city charter a Councilman 
forfeits his seat if he shall become di- 
rectly or indirectly interested in busi- 
ness in which the city is aj party while 
he is an official. 4 

‘An opinion of former City Counselor 
Walther, submitted to the Municipal. As- 
sembly two years ago, covers these con- 
ditions, Haller pointed out. In that opin- 
ion Walther advised the Assembly that 
members of the City Council could not 
ell indemnifying bonds without forfeit- 
ing their office. i

Miss Mary E. Bulkley Sends Let- 
ters to Leading Citizens, 
to Recall Board. 


LETHARGY IS DEPLORED 


Failure of Two Previous Sessions 
Due to Lack of Interest, 
Says Social Worker. 


Miss Mary E. Bulkiey of 5906A Clemens 
avenue, well known sociologist, has ap- 
pe led by letter to several prominent cit- 
izens to act as a committee to hear the 
grievances of the striking garment 
workers and induce the State Board of 
Arbitration to return to St. Louis and 


make another effort to settle the strike. 

The State board has twice considered 
the strike in sessions in St. Louis, but 
each time has merely reported its in- 
ability to bring about an agreement be 
tween the strikers and employers. Miss 
Bulkley says the public is not awake to 
the conditions and she thinks if the 
men she has requested to act as a com- 
mittee will do so, the strike could be 
settled quickly and the garment-making 
industry saved to St. Louis.

One of the main grievances of the girl 
workers is that they are paid a flat 
rate of W cents a skirt, irrespective of 
patterns 
requiring twiee as much time to make 
as others. 

Men Put Up Forfeits, 

One of the grievances of the men, Miss 
Bulkley says, is that they are forced to 
put up forfeits of cash to insure the em- 
ployers against damage to goods in the 
workrooms. If they have not the amount 
of the forfeit when they take employ- 
ment, it is deducted in installments fromm 
their pay envelopes. The cutters and 
pressers, who must put up these forfeits, 
work on eight-months’ contracts. Bu: 
their contracts call for their employment 
only in the busy seasons. Their forfeits. 
however. remain in the hands of the em- 
ployers even when they are not work- 
ing. 

The garment workers’ strike began in 
August when 900 workers went out. 
Thirty-five firms were affected. Ten 
have recognized the union and settled 
their particular strike, but 600 employes 

of the other % concerns are still out. 

Those who have gone back to work are 
Gentiles, Miss Bulkley says, while those 
who are still on strike are mainly Rus- 
sian Jews. She says the Russian Jews 
are the most skillful of the workers, 

Miss Bulkley says that on the two oc- 
casions when the members of the State 
Board of Arbitration were in St. Louis 
the employers refused to submit their 
side of the case to the arbitrators. She 
says they merely told the arbitrators 
“the employes could come back if they 
wanted to and everything would be all 
right,” but they would not meet the 
emploves or agree On any conditions for 
their going back. 

The strikers, Miss Bulkley says, al- 
ways have been willing to submit their 
case to arbitration.

Widow Testifies Husband She Is 
Accused of Poisoning Threat- 
ened to Commit Suicide.

ALIENIST WATCHES HER 


Prosecution Attempts to Break 
Down Story That Admiral 
Ended Own Life. 


PLYMOUTH, Mass., Oct. 27.—Mrs. 


Jennie May Eaton underwent eross- 
examination today in her trial for the 
murder of her husband, Rear Admiral 
Eaton. 

Mrs. Eaton was questioned for 


hours Saturday and under the guidance 
of her attorney, William Morse, told a 
story of tender care for her husband 
and consistent devotion to him. She de- 
nied that she had given poison to him 
and testified that his frequent dabblinz 
with subtle drugs and persistent liquor 
drinking had taxed her patience and 
made her fear i r her life. 

Today District Attorney Barker led 
her over this story, dissecting it in an 
effort to find some flaw which would 
strengthen the State’s contention 
that she gave to the Admiral a beverag» 
containing a deadly poison. 

Alienist Watches Witness. 

At the suggestion of the District At- 
torney, Medical Examiner Gilman T 
Osgood of Rockland sat at a table in 
plain view of the defendant. Dr. Os- 
good, who has devoted much time to 4 
study of insanity, jotted down notes of 
his observations of the witness. 

In reply to a question by Attorney 
Morse, before District Attorney Barker 
began his cross-examination, Mrs 
Baton said she knew her husband’s in- 
come stopped with his déath. 

On cross-examination Mrs. Eaton re- 
peated the story of her early life, her 
marriage to her first husband, D. H. 
Ainsworth, arid her separation from hin 
and of her meeting with Admiral Eaton.

Says Eaton Gave Her $30,000. 

Her divorce from Ainsworth and ner 
marriage to Admiral Eaton were again 
recounted by the witness. Soon after 
their marriage her husband gave her 
$30,000, which she returned to him later. 
She did not know that the $30,000 came 
from the first Mrs. Eaton, nor that thie 
Admiral had $40,000 when he married tne 
second time. 

Mrs. Eaton denied that she tried. 
through Dr. C. H. Colgate, to have tne 
Admiral committed to an asylum. She 
thought her husband appeared peculiar 
and she merely wished to have him ex- 
amined. He was under the influence of 
drugs at the time. 

She told of a tooth that decayed over- 
night and she was sure that the Admiral 
tampered with it while she slept. At 
the request of the prosecutor she showed 
her teeth that Barker might detect the 
effects of the poison. 

Says Admiral Used Opium. 

Asked how she knew her husband wa3 
using drugs, she said: 

J had luncheon one day in Chicago 
and I was looking out of the window. 
when I saw a peculiar white smoke 
like steam from a locomotive. I said to 
myself, ‘Goodness, can it be possib!: 
that Joe is in Chicago? Then I foun 
that the smoke came from the pipe of 
a Chinaman who was smoking opium. 
I knew by that that the Admiral smoked 
opium.“

In a written statement to ihe public 
which he issued Monday a: Clayton, R. 
J. Fine, member of the Excise Board 
of St Louis County, which was cre- 
ated June 2 last, characterizes present 
conditions in the county as very bed,”

He 
denounces in particular Sheriff Bode and 
the Constables and their deputies in the 
vafious townships. 

In the four months that he has been 
an Excise Commissioner, “ine has ac- 
companied Assistant Prosecutor John 
E. Mooney on numerous Saturday night 
and Sunday trips through the county, 
investigating roadhouses and saloons. 
Following their investigations, Prosecu- 
tor Lashly has started numerous pro- 
ceedings against saloon keepers. 

_Prosecutor’s Wife Annoyed. 

Fine says that the vicioug element n 
the county has been aroused and by 
anonymous letters and telephone con- 
tinually threatens the lives of himself, 
Lashly and Mooney. Mooney’s wife re 
cently was informed by t lephone that 
if she did not succeed in having her hus 
band resign from office he would in th⸗ 
near future start on a tour of investi- 
gation in the county, never to return. 

In his statement, Fine gays: 

“The Excise Board has been trying to 
stamp out dens of vice and corruption. 
The undertaking is a most difficult task, 
owing to the attitude of Sheriff George 
A. Bode and the several Constables and 
their deputies in the various townships 

“They have failed to report a single 
violation of the dramshop law, and have 
ignored the excise office entirely since 
it was comnfissioned. 

Under the law, it is the duty of the 
Sheriff, constables and all ministerial of 
ficers to report these viorations, but St. 
Louis County is woefully lacking in the 
class or kind of officials who will per- 
form their whole duty. Conditions are 
so bad that it is often heard that such 
and such a man is protecting some re- 
sort. And it must be admitted that in 
nome cases it has had this appearance. 

“It might be said that such places as 
Campbell’s Forest Home, Gumberts’ 
Fauna and Flora and Maj. Fulkerson's 
roadhouse exist only because’ proper 
peace officials fail to do their duty. 

“Not Trying to Destroy.” - 

“The board is trying to regulate, not 

destroy, the saloons, and if the saloon- 


with the law, there would be a great 
many more stay in busine The law 
will be enforced if the Excise Board has 
to continue to hunt its own evidence. 
It is to be hoped that we will have as 
many saloons as in the past, but it 
might as well be understood now that 
the number will be considerably less if 
violations of the law are continued.“

other member of the board is Clarence 
L. Shotwell, Democrat. 
Since Shotwell and Fine have been in 
ffice, four saloon licenses have been 
revoked, 2 applications for renewals 
iave been refused, 99 have been issued, 
and 19 applications are being considered 


Many of those who failed to get renew- 


als had been reported by Lashly as law 
violators. 

There are now 20 saloons in St. Louis 
County. Under the new excise law the 
license is $700, payable semi-annually, 
and u renewal must be granted at each 
payment. 

Before the Excise Board came into ex- 
igtence licenses were procurable dy pre- 
sentation of petitions to the County 
Court. It was common knowledge in St. 
Louis County that saloon keepers em- 
ployed Deputy Constables, on a fee, to 
get up their petitions. 

Prosecutor Lashly is a Democrat and 
the Republican organizations in the 
county are oppasing him and the Ex- 
cise Board, half Democratic and half 
Progressive, in the crusade against re- 
softs and saloons where it is said the 
law is violated.

Mrs. George Howe of New York, 
wife of a nephew of the President, like- 
ly will be the guest of honor, and Miss 
Alice Wilson, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Wilson, will also be in the im- 
mediate bridal party. 

Dr. Wilfred Grenfel of the Labrador 
Mission for deep sea fishermen will be 
the best man for Sayre and it is ex- 
pected that Dr. Cary T Grayson, U. 8. 
N., the President's aid, will be one of 
the ushers. Fitzwilliam M. Master 
Woodrow of Princeton, N. J., a young 
cousin of the bride, will be in the 
party. The regular ushers at the White 
House will assist in placing the guests, 
— ot the White House military 
aids, who acted at the last White House 
wedding, when Miss Alice Roosevelt was 
the bride. 

Wedding Simple as Possible. 

The wedding will be carried out along 
democratic lines, but a White House’ 
wedding can only be simple and not 
small and private. After the members 
of the two families and intimate friends 
are invited, the official family and the 
members of the diplomatic corps cannot 
de, left out, nor can the members of 
Congress. 

The President will give his daughter 

in marriage and it is expected that the 
Rev. James H. Taylor, pastor of the 
Central Presbyterian Church in Wash- 
ington, which the presidential family ac- 
tends, will assist in the ceremony. 
A reception will follow with the sup- 
per being served in the state dining 
room, as is done at the official recep- 
tions.

Mr. Murdock’s argument in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch in favor of publicity for all legislative 
business in unanswerable. It was behind closed 
doors in the secret caucus and the secret com- 
mittee meeting that all the legislative jobs that 
have afflicted the American people have been ar- 
ranged and consummated. The closed door is the 
opportunity of the lobbyist, the agent and the 
representative of special interests seeking Gov- 
ernment favors. It has served as the convenient 
device of the system by which the people have 
been betrayed and despoiled. 

All governmental business is public business. 
jt should be transacted in public. The people are 
entitled to know all about legislation affecting 
them. They äre entitled to know all about the 
conduct of their representatives—their actual rea- 
sons for supporting legislative measures. They 
are entitled to full information of all discussions 
concerning public business and of every phase 
of its transaction. —They elect Senators and Rep- 
resentatives and they have a right to know pre- 
cisely where they stand on public questions and 
why. The secret caucus and committee meeting 
served as a screen for evil doers and a gag 
on honest public servants. 

The executive session is justified only in con- 
sideration of foreign affairs at a critical time, 
when publicity might be harmful at the moment. 
There is no other justification for secrecy. :

The truth is, it is impossible to deny that 
Impeachment, though it is a fine ceremony 
and though it may have been useful in the 
seventeenth century, is not a proceeding from 
which much good can now be expected. What- 
ever confidence may be placed in the decision 
of the Peers on an appeal arising out of ordi- 
nary litigation, it is certain that no man has 
the least confidence in their impartiality when 
a great state functionary charged with a great 
state crime is brought to their bar. They 
are all politicians. There is hardly one there 
whose vote on an impeachment may not be 
confidently predicted before a witness is ex- 
amined. 

Sulzer’s conviction, foreshadowed as clearly as 


Hastings’ acquittal, enables him to appeal to pub- 
lic sympathy. Tammany after bringing out the 
facts would have done much better to leave him 
to the punishment a disappointed people would 
have been sure to inflict. A State might rather 
endure even a Blease for a time than to per- 
petuate his political strength through assumption 
of a martyr role. 
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Makers of war material ought to feel an inter- 
est in Mr. Hobson’s candidacy for the Senate. 
Promotion to the upper house would increase his 
usefulness. . 


OUR MEDITERRANEAN WAR. 

A ponderous fleet of nine American dread- 
naughts, terrible messengers bearing the dignity 
and power of this country, has set out upon a 
death-dealing mission to the Mediterranean. We 
have declared war on all the dancing, tea-drinking, 
salute-firing ports of Southern Europe, Western 
Asia and Northern Africa. 

We shall thunder grim salutations at Gibraltar 
and storm its rock-bound society with afternoon 
calls; possibly whip the blooming Britishers in a 
game of polo. We shall carry the fatal turkey trot 
into Marseilles and lock the French in a deadly 
embrace.

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ARBITRATE THE GARMENT STRIKE. 

Two attempts on the part of the State Arbitra-. 
tion Board to settle th garment makers’ strike 
having been without résults, a further effort at 
arbitration by disinterested citizens is suggested 
by those who appreciate the importance of a set- 
tlement to employes, employers and to St. Louis. 

The terms the Strikers ask are the same as 
those under which competing factories outside 
St. Louis employing tens of thousands of persons 
and supplying a large percentage of the garment 
trade are already operating. One of the causes 
to which a shocking prevalence of tuberculosis 
among garment workers is attributed is the long 
hours of labor in crowded, superheated work- 
rooms. A part of the strikers’ demands in which 
the public has a special concern is that these 
hours shall be reduced to 47% a week, with such 
readjustment of pay as will enable workers to 
earn a living wage during these hours. 

Ten St. Louis factories employing about 300 
persons have already accepted the new terms, but 
600 former employes of 22 factories are still out. 
This is the season of active manufacturing for 
tbe spring trade and no small part of this trade 
in 1914 will be lost to St. Louis without an early 
settlement. There are no difficulties that ought 
not yield readily to arbitration. Adjustment by 
public-spirited citizens is a plan that ought to 
be vigorously pressed. 

Justice with the limping foot has progressed in 
October as far as the indictment stage in the case 


cf the big Caruthersville bank wreck of last May. 
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COURTS THAT EXTEND OREDIT. 

Results worthy of very general attention have 
been obtained at Kansas City under the plan per- 
mitting poor offenders to pay their Police Court 
fines by installments, instead of sending them to 
jail for default. The records of-the first year un- 
der the new policy show that Police Magistrate 
Ewing C. Bond extended the privilege to 255 con- 
victed delinquents. They have paid a total of 
$6000 in the costs and fines in which they were 
amerced, or an average of about $25 each. 

Payment of $6000 by these persons of straight- 
ened circumstances was, of course, heavier pun- 
ishment than the payment of 36000 assessed 
against an equal or less number of well-to-do 
men. But the man without means was at least 
placed on an equality with the well-to-do man so 
far as the disgrace and time loss of a prison sen- 
tence is concerned. Those who had families were 
left to continue their labors as bread-winners. 
They escaped the contamination of the incorrigible 
and depraved in confinement and their earnings 
during the period of the prison terms they es- 
caped must have amounted to several times $6000. 

The plan should be adopted everywhere in all 
instances in which there is a reasonable expecta- 
tion that its common sense privilege will not be 
abused. ,

They raised $4009.41 for this babies’ live- 
saving fund. 

During the nine years of its existence, $31,753 
has been raised to supply pure milk and free ice 
to the babies of St. Lou's’ tenements. This gives 
an average of $3528. So that, this year, the 
children, practically unaided, have raised nearly 
$500 more than the average for the nine years. 
And in spite of the most trying summer experi- 
enced during these nine years, the infant death 
rate was materially reduced.

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NATIONAL EXTRAVAGANCE. 

Federal budgets prepared by Cabinet officers 
and now before the President call for $1,250,000,000 
te be spent in the year ending June 30, 1915. 

Too much money wasted “improving” little use- 
less streams for “navigation;” too many costly 
Federal buildings erected in small towns where 
postoffice space could be rented for a quarter 
the cost; too many outgrown navy yards kept up; 
too much red tape and too many superfluous em- 
ployes in.all departments. 

This waste is the inevitable fruit of a system of 
ward (district) representation, which makes dis- 
trict representatives over eager to get Federal 
funds spent in their respective districts, regardless 
of the merit or the need of such investments. 

Because of this waste of taxpayers’ money on 
nonessentials, great and vital improvements like 
flood control in the Misdissippi Valley have to be 
postponed from generation to generation. 

It is to be hoped the Wilson administration will 
clear its table of the tariff, currency, trust and 
other pressing issues, in time to fix its attention 
upon an intelligent revision of national expendi- 
tures, from top to bottom.

THE BUTTERNUT DISAPPEARING. 

Now that nutting time is here it is 
observed probably for the first time that 
the white walnut, better known as the 
butternut, is about extinct, at least in 
this part of the country. About all the 
older trees have died off, and there seem 
to be very few younger trees of this 
species. The passing of the day when 
butternut was a common sight is very 
much regr2tted, especially by the school- 
boy, as he hears his father tell of days 
when he went to the woods and gath- 
ered them by the bushel. Many of the 
older folk are also sorry to see these 
trees disappear, as the kernel of this nut 
is considered rather delicious as well as 
very nutritious. This tree is a native of 
America, and grows to a height of from 
50 to 80 feet, having gray bark and com- 
pounded pubescent leaves, oblong ribbed, 
green nuts which ripen in September 
and October. The wood of this tree is 
more exempt from insects than any oth- 
er nut trees, thus making it valuable 
for shipbuilding, gymnasium stocks, cab- 
inet work and interior finish of houses, 
but it is still less popular than the black 
walnut, which is also rapidly disappear- 
ing.—Wabash Plain Dealer.

GREAT MEN IN FICTION.

The fact that Mr. Maurice Hewlett has 
made Byron the hero of his new novel, 
“Bendish’’—Bendish is Byron—raises the 
question why great men seldom make 
good heroes or even good minor charac- 
ters in. fiction. Disraeli brought both 
Byron and Shelley into his “Venetia,” 
and wrote poetry. for them; but the book 
is not one of his best, and the charac- 
ters, like their poetry, are but vaguely 
romantic shadows of the originals. So, 
tc tell the truth, is Shakspeare’s ‘‘Cae- 
sar. In the play we hear on all sides 
of Caesar's greatness, and the world 
is convulsed by his death. But he him- 
self for the most part only talks about 
his greatness; just like the other char- 
voters, and does nothing to prove it. 

Tolstoy, when he brings Napoleon into 
his “War and Péace,” goes to the other 
extreme. is 80 determined not to be 
impressed by him, and so augry with 
the Napoleonic legend, that he turns 
him into a bere who can talk about 
nothing but his own exploits; and who 
takes it for granted that everyone won- 
ders at him as much as he wonders at 
Limself. His Napoleon, in fact; is a pro- 
test and a satire: and he is also an 
artistic mistake, for he distracts our at- 
tention from the story to the contro- 
versy implied by Tolstoy's treatment of 
Lim, We want to argue with Tolstoy 
himself instead of listening to what he 
has to tell us.
